1 . COMMENTS ON RHODESIAN DEBATE - 

SITHOLE'S SPEECH BEFORE THE FOURTH COMMITTEE WAS MOST 
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EFFECTIVE, PARTICULARLY WHEN COMPARED TO EFFORTS OF PATRIOTIC 
FRONT AND UANC (MUZOREWA) SPOKESMAN. IN HIS SPEECH AND IN HIS 
REBUTTAL OF PATRIOTIC FRONT CHARGES, HE COUPLED MODERATE 
RHETORIC WITH EMOTIONAL COMMITMENT TO MAJORITY 
RULE THAT SHOULD HELP CONVINCE MANY THAT HE IS NOT INVOLVED 
IN SELLOUT BY AGREEING TO NEGOTIATE WITH SMITH. 

UANC ATTACK ON ZAMBIA AND NKOMO IN CHINESE REVOLUTIONARY

THIS SIMPLE REFLECTION OF UANC SPOKESMAN RAZEMBA HERE, 

IF IT REPRESENTS EFFORT TO WIDEN SPLIT BETWEEN MUGABE 
AND NKOMO, OR IS SIMPLY RESULT OF KAUNDA'S RECENT EFFORTS

3. PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY - 

COSPONSORS OF NONALIGNED RESOLUTION ON PEACEFUL USES OF 
NUCLEAR ENERGY AND WESTERN DELEGATIONS, AFTER ADDITIONAL 
ROUND OF CONSULTATIONS, AGREED AD REFERENDUM TO 
ERVISED VERSION. YUGOSLAVS BELIEVE THERE IS GOOD CHANCE 
TO OBTAIN CONSENSUS ADOPTION, AND ARE DISCUSSING TEXT 
WITH CHINESE AND INDIANS IN EFFORT TO OBTAIN THEIR PASSIVE 
ACQUIESCENCE. SOVIETS TOLD USDEL THEY BELIEVE MOSCOW 
CAN ACCEPT THE REVISED TEXT. THE DUTCH COMPLAINED ABOUT 
WHAT THEY CHARACTERIZED AS US INDIFFERENCE TO GA RESOLUTINS

COMMITTEE 5 AD HOC WORKING GROUP ON ICSC REPORT WRESTLED 
THROUGHOUT WEEK WITH THE QUESTION OF WHAT THE APPROPRIATE 
ACTION WOULD BE FOR THE GA TO TAKE ON THE GENEVA G-LEVEL 
SALARIES QUESTION. CHAIRMAN'S DRAFT RESOLUTION WAS 
CARRIED INTO FOURTH VERSION AND SERIOUS DIFFERENCES REMAIN, 
NOTABLY WITH RESPECT TO A) SYG'S INTENTION TO INTRODUCE
